Recent pleas for the salvage of waste fats 


have mentioned their use in soap, rather 
than ammunition. And many a modern 
woman, handing to her butcher the can for 
which she receives red points, has wondered 
why. Now the War Foods Administration 
has explained. 


There is plenty of soap for normal use, 


they say, even for the washingest country 
In history. But soap making requires fat, 
as our grandmothers well kne\v. And stocks 
of soap-fats, which in recent years meant 
coconut oil and similar vegetable products, 
are not so great as before the war. Last 
month the W.F.A. was forced to reduce 
manufacture of packaged and bar soap—• 
ordinary toilet and laundry soaps—in units 
of less than 25 pounds, for civilian use, from 
last year's 90 per cent of 1941 averages to 
85 per cent. 


With so much of our population no longer 


classed as civilians there will be plenty for 
everyone. The things the housewife must 
remember are, first to buy only what she 
really can use; and second to turn in waste 
fats. Then enough can still he manufactured 
to keep everyone clean and healthy.

all over the world (or organizing a cartel In din- 
mondn. They arc bclnj; sued under Ihc .Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law and diamonds are hclnn considered 
not as gems but as parts of tools in industry. 


Diamonds ere Monos which abound plentifully 


In several parts of the earth, but particularly In 
Soulh Africa, India and Hra7.il. The South African 
i.i the best developed commercial field and that is 
controlled by a monopoly-cnrtcl headed by the De 
Beers Consolidated Mines Company and Is protect- 
ed by the Illicit Diamond Buying Act which limits 
the trade to licensed buyers and imposes severe 
penalties upon those who cannot prove the right 
to possess such diamonds as they may be found 
having. 


Diamonds tan be sold more cheaply than cur- 


rent or evnn pre-war prices. 
In fact, were dia- 


monds not kept off the market by the cartel which 
normally operates out of London and Amsterdam, 
they would have little value as thcv can be plenti- 
ful. 
In a word, a diamond is precious and expen- 


sive because ils marketing 
is 
controlled 
by 
a 


voluntary association of miner and manufacturer 
with the object of limitinK sales. 
The operations 


of the cartel have been world-wide. 


Maybe cartels of this type arc wrong whether 


for diamonds, furs, chemicals or ham simd\viches. 
Certainly the theory of capitalism requires 
free 


and constant competition. 
Totalitarian economy 


abhors competition just as every 
planned sys- 


tem wished to avoid the wastes of the 
market 


place. New Dealers prefer that if monopolies are. 
for one reason or another, necessary, they should 
be stale monopolies. 
If consistency is the only 


rule then the Department of Justice is correct in 
attacking this monopoly. 


On the other hand, a Kreat many Americans 


have their savings partly in diamonds. When

Washington—Even in this day 


when lack of shipping facilities 
are harrying our fighting men and 
the starved peoples of liberated 
nations, the specter of what to 
do with our vast merchant Heet 
after the war is causing plenty o£ 
worry among government officials 
nnd shipping men who can sec a 
"ew leagufs beyond their bows. 


A few days ago, a trial balloon 


was tossed out in high govern- 
ment 
circles 
suggesting 
that, 


ihrough lend-Iease or some other 
means, a portion of our merchant 
fleet might be transferred to other 
nations. The squawk that went up 
is an indication of the political 
row that is certain to come over 
this controversy. 


It might be well now to exam- 


ine a few of the facts. 


We went into this war with 


about one-seventh of the world's 
shipping, approximately 
11,000,- 


000 tons. We stood second then to 
Ireat Britain. 


It is estimated now that when 


:his war is over we will own 50 
to 60 per cent of the world's ship- 
)ing with something around 55.- 
XXXGOO tons and that England will 
lave considerably less lhan the 
onnage with which that maritime 
nation started the war. 


With a certain great demand 
ror shipping immediately after 
he war. this appears, on the sur- 
acr. a tremendous advantage. The 
Jnited Stales, say some, will be- 
come the greatest distributor, by 
,ea. of world supplies. 
Having 


most of the world's ships, it 
sounds that simple. 


But some shipping men. mer- 


chant marine executives and State 
Department officials are looking 
beyond that. With lower wages 


paid merchant seamen of other 
maritime nations, and ships built 
more cheaply and better than 
those turned out on our wartime 
production lines, how long would 
it lake competitive nations to put 
our Liberty ships into dead stor- 
age and our merchant marine on 
the breadline? 


That, at least, is the question 


that is being asked in some cir- 
cles. The answer they're giving is 
to let some of the stripped mari- 
time nations like Kngland. Nor- 
way. Holland and others have a 
portion of our shipping for what 
we can get out of it. 


This, they argue, will bolster 


the economies of nations which 
are our best consumers—will, in 
other words, put them back on 
their feet more rapidly than any 
other thing we can do except out- 
right extension of credits and 
loans. To put it simply, these of- 
ficials argue that the" best thing 
for the United States to do from 
a purely selfish standpoint will 
be to give up part of the vast 
merchant marine fleet we have 
and still arc building. 
»

There is, of course, another 


side to the argument and some 
shipping men. government 
offi- 


cials, and politicians already are 
squared off to fight for maintain- 
ing our more than half the world's 
shipping in postwar limes and 
seeing to it that the United States 
becomes the No. 1 shipper in both 
hemispheres. 


It's just .another of those worri- 


some postwar problems but it 
may well be one which will de- 
termine 
whether 
the 
United 


States dips into another world de- 
pression or emerges into peace 
with a sounder economv than fol- 
lowed World War I.

Yugoslavia described as one of 
he enigmas of the Balkans was 
he topic of an illustrated lecture 
;iven by Dr. Genevicve Lamson, 
irofessor of geography at Vassar 
College at. the meeting of the 
Cingston College Women's Club 
Tuesday evening in'lhe First Dutch 
Reformed Church house. The pic- 
tures were taken by the speaker 
on a trip to the country in 1934. 


Dr. Lammson first explained 


through a map study the geo- 
jraphic features of Yugoslavia nm- 
ihasizing thai it was an ancient 
•oadway from central Europe to 
Africa. The country came into ex- 
istence after World War I and is 
composed of Serbia, Montenegro 
and sections of Hungary, Austria 
and Bulgaria. The inhabitants are, 
uncongenial races such as Serbs, 
Bulgarians, Montonegrans, Hun- 
garians, Slovenes, some Greeks and 
an intermixture of Turkish stock. 
Each racial group preserves its 
own culture which was interposed 
on the Turkish culture. However, 
the speaker explained that there 
is a strong national pride.in Yugo- 
slavia although the sectional fcr-1- 
ing is increased because of the 
natural separations of the lands 
by mountains. 


Discussing the fertility of the 


land which is known mainly for 
agricultural and pastoral indus- 
tries, Dr. Lamson pointed out that 
only the northern plain which was 
taken from Hungary is a rich ag- 
ricultural section. The 
central 


section ,is wooded and lumber is 
an important product. Thorp arc 
also coal and baxtite and the peo- 
ple are known to be industrious, 
frugal and for their fine quality of 
handicraft.

The County't Agriculture 


Manager Kurdt of the Farm 


Bureau called attention to the 
:act that agriculture played an 
important part in the financial 
structure 
of Ulster county. He 


believed that there should be bet- 
ter relations between the farming 
areas and the city. 
Mr. Kurdt called attention to 


the fact that during 1944 the 
value of dairy products raised and 
sold in the county had amounted 
to $4,000,000. He said there were 
approximately 16,000 dairy cows 
n the county, mostly in southern 
Ulster. 


In the production of poultry

ers in the state and last year their 
revenue had totaled $3,000,000.

600,000 laying hens in the county.

Somi 
times the United Nations were di 
vidcd, as in Poland. 


The declaration1 on. liberated 


areas is designed to put an end to 
these conditions by joining the 
United States, Britain and Russia 
firmly in an agreement to take 
only joint action when necessary 
to restore order and set up gov- 
ernments in any of the liberatec 
countries. The Big Three are 
pledged, too, to uphold the inde- 
pendence and free choice of their 
own governments by the peoples 
concerned.
